1. This Office Action is in response to the Response filed on April 24, 2000 which has been 
entered into the record of file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The IDS paper filed on March 29, 2000 has been received and placed in the record of file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 37-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by the 
submitted prior art, Okamoto (Japanese Patent Application Laid-open No. 4-289976). 

As per claims 37-41, Okamoto clearly anticipates the claimed invention as now claimed at 
paragraph [0022], "various kinds of three dimensional basis shape models are prepared beforehand", 
paragraph [0025], "At this time, the display program 1 12 displays two dimensional image A (101) 
and a three dimensional basis shape model (102) side by side", and paragraph [0026] cites "Next, in 
step 255, the three dimensional basis shape model 102 is transformed according to the transforming 
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program 108 so that the control point 107 on the three dimensional basis shape model 102 coincides 



with the characteristic point 105 on the two dimensional image A". 



Response to Arguments 



5. Applicant's arguments filed April 24, 2000 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant argues in his remark section that the cited prior art fails to teach the claimed 
features as now claimed by stating "a method as recited in claim 37 provides for directly performing 
transformations in all direction, ... as scaling up and down, for example." (page 1, last paragraph) 
However, no where in the claims the example could find. these limitations. Instead, claim 37 simply 
recites "a regular polyhedron containing therein whole or part of the three dimensional shape model 
is also displayed" Okamoto teach a regular polyhedron containing therein whole or part of the three 
dimensional shape model is also displayed at Fig. 8, 303.
